Mike’s You Tube 
channel can be found by 
putting in 

‘TheMichael Wilcock’. 
His son Nicholas was 
instrumental in the 
venture showing Mike 
how to process films 
with the popular video 
platform. 

He explained: “I 
started the channel five 
years ago, and at the 
time I’d be getting 
around 200 to 300 hits a 
month. Now I’m getting 
around 10,000 to 15,000 
a month!” 

Mike, a former 
manager with C&A, 
started making films in 
1986, and has a bank of 
800 hours of railway 
films yet to upload. 

He currently has 445 
videos on You Tube, and 
uploads two or three 
new clips every week. 

Before his You Tube 
days, he helped to make 
railway DVDs for a 
company called 
‘Locomaster Profiles’. 

Around 80 per cent of 
his You Tube videos are 
filmed in south Wales, 
and the other 20 per 
cent are special events, 
like seeing the Flying 
Scotsman unveiled in 
York, and Mike getting 
the chance to drive a 
steam engine, The 
Tornado, on the West 
Somerset Railway. 

The videos last 
sometimes for three or 
four minutes, at other 
times 14 or 15 minutes, 
and draw lots of 
appreciative comments.

B laming the ldp 

Inspector for 
allocating 576 
houses at Upper 
Cosmeston Farm won’t 
wash (The GEM, 
September 22). 

Coun Burnett must share 
the blame on several counts: 
she wanted far more houses 
than the Welsh Government 
projection for the Vale - 44 per 
cent more - saying, “ We are 
ambitious By “we” she 
meant Vale Labour Party 
leaders. 

They decided to focus new 
housing on green fields in the 
south-east Vale, rather than, 


for example, the brownfield 
site at Llandow’s old airport. 

They told the Inspector they 
wouldn’t need any new road 
capacity to take all the car 
traffic, but will facilitate 
cycling to Cardiff - and, 
possibly, run buses from Park 
and Ride at Cosmeston via the 
barrage. 

They don’t need extra 
capacity on our overloaded 
Barry and Penarth trains; they 
don’t need to get buses through 
the Redlands and Windsor 
Road congestion; they just 
cross their fingers and plan to 
duck out before carmageddon 
arrives. 

What now, with the 


Inspector proposals worked up 
with the Vale officers? The 
Labour leaders could recant 
over the 44 per cent over¬ 
supply of housing sites. 

They could say planning 
homes without transport to 
jobs and services is quite 
contrary to “sustainable 
development”. 

They could insist the 
Inspector heeds local people’s 
strong objections. 

And they could vote to 
abandon this badly-flawed 
LDP - just like councillors did 
recently in Caerphilly.

‘CORPORATE THREAT TO THE 
UNIQUE IMAGE OF COWBRIDGE’ 


DESPITE now being based in Dubai, 
because I worked in Cowbridge for over 20 
years and regard it as my home town, as 
soon as I heard about McDonalds’ proposals 
for the town, I felt the need to write to The 
GEM. 

The historic character and charm that 
Cowbridge and its neighbouring villages offer has 
attracted many affluent people from all regions of 
the UK as a place to live, work and play. That has 
been an important ingredient to the prosperity that 
the area has enjoyed and the “bubble of 
exclusivity” that has helped to shield the locality 
from the full effect of the ravages of the last two 
recessions. 

Since the millennium, it has been noticeable 
that too many of the independent boutiques and 
small businesses that had been present for many 
years and formed an important part of the High 
Street landscape were gradually closing; Becki’s, 
Hedley Davies, Quills, Woodcocks, Raggs, 
Xantippe, Martins, to name a few. 

Many of these premises have been replaced by 
the charity shops, estate agencies and corporate- 
owned coffee shops and food stores that now 
make most UK town and city shopping streets 
look the same. Why have these longstanding 
independents disappeared and then created the 


vacant premises for ubiquitous businesses to 
occupy? Well, some have been due to retirement 
of the owners. It would also be true to say that 
there have been businesses in the town which for 
many years were owned by people whose spouses 
had been the main income earner and so the low 
profitability had been of less importance. 

Moreover, for many years most of the 
independents in Cowbridge have complained 
about the viability of their businesses being 
adversely affected by increasing rent and rates 
costs. This is certainly not helped by the 
perception of the Cowbridge High Street as being 
paved with gold. 

When a shop becomes vacant, there is often 
keen competition from potential tenants from out 
of the area, some of whom are prepared to pay a 
premium to take occupation in the High Street. 
Sadly, many businesses do not survive for long, 
mainly because they have offered too much rent. 

Those excessive, unsustainable rents are then 
quoted by my fellow chartered surveyors in rent 
reviews with the existing businesses, whose profit 
margins become further strained. 

Since the opening of Waitrose in Cowbridge I 
expect the profits of other national retailers in the 
town have declined. But perhaps, unlike 
independents, they can be subsidised by other 
stores in the chain, rather than withdraw from the 


High Street and lose face. 

Perhaps there is a place for some corporate 
businesses in Cowbridge. However, in order to 
maintain the charm of the town as a unique place 
to shop, their inclusion when possible should be 
restricted to those appropriate to the town’s image. 

There is a difference between the appeal of the 
Waitrose and Tesco brands. Also, a difference 
between the ‘healthiness’ of a Greggs’ take-out 
meal and that of McDonalds. 

Sadly, another problem that the town faces is 
that although the High Street often seems busy 
with pedestrians, far too many are window- 
shoppers and far too few are carrying bags 
containing items purchased. Maybe this is 
becoming common everywhere in the internet 
shopping age? 

An unsung hero of Cowbridge is David John. 

He and his family have not only maintained one of 
the oldest businesses in the town, but over the 
years they have refurbished premises and rented 
them to independent businesses, quite possibly at 
realistic rents in order to maintain sustainability. 

I hope that the townsfolk will support Alun 
John as chairman of the Chamber of Trade, in his 
efforts to retain Cowbridge as one of the jewels in 
Wales’ crown.

LOCAL SCHOOLBOY’S QUICK REACTIONS AS 
ELDERLY MAN COLLAPSES IN BARBER’S CHAIR 

Cadet Tom (14) hailed a hero

Golden times for 
local couple 



Clive and Angela Jones (nee Davis) were 
married at St Augustine's Church in 
Penarth on September 17,1966. 

They lived in Llanblethian and 
Llansannor for almost 40 years. 

Although now living in Kent, they 
recently returned to Wales with their 
family to celebrate their golden wedding 
anniversary at Miskin Manor. 


A busy Saturday in 
a barber’s shop in a 
bustling Vale town. 
A regular customer 
- an older 
gentleman - takes 
his place in the 
chair for a short 
back and sides, and 
promptly appears 
to suffer a heart 
attack. 

The initial reaction of 
many might be panic, or 
at least a fervent wish 
that a doctor is waiting 
for a trim, too. 

But not so for young 
Tom Wood who works 
occasional Saturdays in 
Gabon’s Barbers on 
Commercial street in 
Llantwit Major. 

Tom, aged 14, a pupil 
of Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
and a Cadet Sergeant in 
2300 (St Athan) 
Squadron Air Training 
Corps, knew what to do. 

With Colin Gabon, 
owner of the barber 
shop, and passersby, 
they positioned local 
resident Eric Reid on the 
floor. 

One member of staff 
called for an ambulance; 
Mr Gabon sprinted the 
160 yards there and back 
to fetch a defibrillator 
from the police station; 
and Tom began cardio¬ 
pulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR) on Mr Reid. 

“I couldn’t feel or 
hear Mr Reid breathing,” 
began Tom, “so my CPR 
training, which I learnt 
in the Air Cadets, kicked 
in. 

“I didn’t really think 
about it; it was instinct 
and training.” 

Tom, whose ambition 
is to join the RAF 


Police, performed CPR 
on Mr Reid until a 
community first 
responder attended, 
followed by the 
ambulance service. 

The air cadet then 
handed over his life¬ 
saving work to the 
emergency services, 
which later included the 
Wales Air Ambulance. 

Mr Reid was taken to 
Heath Hospital for 
further treatment, but his 
family announced on 
September 26 that he 
died on Saturday. 

Owen Jones, a great- 
nephew of Mr Reid, told 
The GEM: “Had it not 
been for the actions and 
calmness of this young 
man, Eric - who had had 
a good innings - would 
have died then and there 
on the floor of a barber 
shop. 

“I am very impressed 
that a 14-year-old 
handled the pressure so 
well and acted so 
quickly and decisively. 

“Tom is a credit to his 
family and those who 
taught him CPR,” said 
Mr Jones. 

Group Captain Roger 
Simon, Regional 
Commandant Wales and 
the West Air Cadets, 
said: “The Air Training 
Corps works hard to 
give its members 
valuable and practical 
skills that prepare them 
for the many challenges 
that they will face in the 
future. 

“First Aid training is 
just one example and I 
am glad to hear that Cdt 
Sgt Wood was able to 
use his training to assist 
in an unexpected 
medical emergency. 

“I am grateful to the 
family for their 
recognition and praise of 


Tom’s actions which 
were in keeping with the 
finest traditions and 
values of the Air 
Training Corps.” 

Mr Gabon, praised by 
the Reid family 
alongside Tom and 
others who assisted in 
stabilising Mr Reid, 
explained his actions, 
and said: “The 
defibrillator in Llantwit 
Major is in the police 
station, which is not 
manned round the clock, 
and it was chance that an 
officer was there. 

“The officer was 
great, and answered as 
soon as I used the phone 
outside the station, but 
you have to wonder if 
inside the police station 
is the best place for a 
defibrillator.” 

This sentiment was 
echoed by other 
businesspeople in the 
town. 

Staff at the Net Cafe 
in the town suggested 
that a defibrillator 
should be “easily 
accessible and available 
round the clock”. 

Another local 
businessman asked: “If 
the police station were 
open all day, then fine, 
but it’s not, so where 
should it be located and 
who should be trained to 
use it? 

“Put a defibrillator in 
the wrong place and 
someone might fool 
around with it .’’The 


GEM extends its 
condolences to Mr 
Reid’s family - and its 
congratulations to Tom 
Wood. 

Flying Officer Rachel 
Fowler, commanding 
officer of 2300 (St 
Athan) Squadron said: 
“As a squadron, and as 
his CO, we are so proud 
of Cdt Sgt Tom Wood. 
He showed bravery and 
maturity beyond his 
years facing a situation 
that even many adults 
have not been faced 
with. 

“Tom was able to put 
into practice skills he 
had learnt whilst a 
member of the ATC, not 
just the first aid skills, 
but also the skills to be 
able to deal with and 
stay calm in stressful 
situations. 

“He is a brilliant 
young man and an asset 
to our squadron as well 
as his family and 
community.” 

Fg Off Fowler told 
The GEM that she will 
nominate Tom for a 
Commandant’s 
Commendation and a St 
John’s Ambulance 
award.

Mike has developed 
excellent relationships 
with locomotive and 
railway companies 
which means he has 
been given ‘special 
access’. 

Over a period of 18 
years Mike has 
witnessed the 
importation of 450 
freight locomotives 
from Canada at 
Newport docks. 

“I send the film to 
You Tube in Los 
Angeles and they then 
upload it and 
subscribers and 
enthusiasts are sent an 
email to let them 
know.” 

There are lots of 
railway enthusiasts in 
the UK, but Mike was 
taken aback by another 
source of viewers. 

“I was surprised by 
the response from India 
and Bangladesh - there 
are lots of enthusiasts 
there.” 

He emphasised that 
the old days of 
trainspotters in anoraks 
with notebooks is over 
and that ‘railway 
enthusiasts’ have 
modernised their love of 
locomotives, steam 
engines and railways 
with high definition 
films taken with top 


quality video cameras 
and mobile phones. 

The films are tightly 
edited and there are 
often explanatory titles 
on screen. 

His latest clip was 
taken at Tamworth Rail 
Depot when the 
chairman of GBRf 
unveiled the class 66 
locomotive ‘Maritime 
One’.

A). Within a week, a 
total of 786 people have 
watched part one and 
two of the event on You 
Tube. 

His first brush with 
fame was when he took 
a railway trip that ended 
up in the Guinness 
Book of Records.

LLOYDS BANK IS TO REMAIN 
OPEN IN LLANWIT MAJOR 


LLOYDS Bank hasconfirmed that they 
have ‘no plans’ to close the Llantwit 
Major branch, in the wake of news this 
summer that the banking group is to close 
200 branches across the country. 

The Lloyds Llantwit Major branch is the last 
High Street bank branch left in the town following 
the closure of HSBC, Natwest and Barclays 
branches. High Street banks are no longer obliged 
by industry rules to keep the ‘last bank in town’ 
open, putting Llantwit at risk of having no bank at 
all. 


In a letter to Vale MP Alun Cairns, Lloyd’s 
explained that “(While) we have no plans to close 
our Llantwit Major branch. I trust you will 
understand this could be subject to change in the 
future as all of our branches are reviewed 
continually.” 

Alun Cairns and Llantwit Major councillor Tony 
Bennett gave a cautious welcome to Lloyds’ 
statement. Mr Cairns said: “It is good news that, at a 
time when Lloyds are closing hundreds of branches 
across the country, that Llantwit Major’s last bank 
branch is to remain open.” 
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St Nicholas residents 
slam planning ‘farce’

RESIDENTS in St 
Nicholas have 
described as a 
‘farce” the planning 
procedures for two 
proposed housing 
developments 
totalling 117 

properties - on 
fields in the village. 

Some residents of the 
village, which has just 
141 homes, have also 
accused the Vale Council 
of deliberately using 
misleading figures to 
ensure the developments 
are approved, and of 
‘social engineering’ by 
insisting that 35 per cent 
of the houses are classed 
as affordable’ or ‘low- 
cost intermediate’. 

The companies 

involved are Redraw 
Homes (100 houses) and 
Waterstone Homes (17 
houses). 

Waterstone Homes has 
begun marketing its 
development, although a 
decision on the 
developments will not be 
reached until October 6. 

Tim Knowles, who 
has lived in St Nicholas 
for some 40 years, told 
The GEM: “If this 
development goes ahead, 
the character of village 
will be destroyed. An 
additional 117 houses 
represents an 83 per cent 
increase in the number of 
dwellings in a village 
that as existed for 1,000 
years.” 

He pointed out that the 
last time houses - 13 of 
them - were built in St 
Nicholas, was around 40 
years ago: “That was an 
‘organic’ development, 
in keeping with the style 
and nature of the village. 

“Building 117 new 
houses in a small village 
is shoehorning an urban 
development in a rural 
setting. It won’t fit, either 
in character or 
physically,” he 

maintained. 

According to Tim, 
more than 100 objections 
from residents to the 
Redraw development, 
and some 40 to the 
Waterstone plans, have 
been sent to the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

“And before anyone 
says so, it is not 
‘nimbyism’. I and my 
neighbours accept that 
more homes need to be 
built in the Vale, 
although we challenge 
the council’s need for so 
many new homes, 
including the proposed 


117 in St Nicholas, as the 
council suggests.” 

Another resident, who 
wished to remain 
anonymous, argued that 
the proposed 

developments amount to 
‘social engineering’. 

“Some of us think that 
any new residents might 
be moved in from urban 
areas in Barry and 
Penarth, and ‘dumped’ in 
the new properties,” she 
began. 

“I don’t know why, 
but it strikes me that the 
council wants to ruin 
rural areas. Encouraging 
people to move, people 
with likely no connection 
to an area, is social 
engineering.” 

Tim Knowles and 
others pointed out that 
the facilities, such as they 
are, in the village, are 
minimal. 

“It is an old village, 
with a church and a 
primary school - itself 
seemingly at capacity - 
and that’s it. There is no 
shop nor a medical 
surgery here; there isn’t 
even a pub.” 

He said that while bus 
services are regular, 
every 30 minutes or so, 
the cost is high: “If 
people, especially those 
that move into the 
affordable properties, 
have come from some 
distance away, say Bany 
or Penarth, then they, like 
everyone else, will need 
to drive for either the 
most mundane of goods 
and services, or to visit 
family.” 

He questioned how 
this sits with the 
council’s avowed agenda 
to “...encourage safer, 
healthier and sustainable 
travel”. 

More residents will 
mean more cars and 
more short journeys, he 
argued, adding that roads 
in the village are already 
congested during rush- 
hour and school drop-off 
and collection times. 

Diagrams seen by The 
GEM show two access 
roads, around 70 yards 
apart with filter lanes, 
planned for the 
developments. 

“I believe that the 
council has used 

misleading figures of 
road traffic flow to 
justify why these 

developments could take 
place,” said Tim. 

He added that the 
council had taken 

readings on three 
stretches of the A48

where 60mph is 
permitted, not in areas 
where it drops to 40mph, 
then 30mph. 

“The roads are already 
over-capacity at peak 
periods; they cannot cope 
with current levels of 
traffic and I don’t believe 
that the council and 
Welsh Government have 
plans to alleviate the 
problems.” 

Concerns raised by 
residents include how the 
planning procedures 
have been carried out. 

The GEM was shown 
letters from the Vale 
Council, detailing when 
objections to the 
proposed developments 
must be received. The 
deadlines are October 3 
and October 5. The 
decision will be reached 
on October 6. 

“It suggests a done 
deal,” said another 
resident, speaking on the 
grounds of anonymity, 
“and makes a farce of a 
democratic process.” 

Marcus Goldsworthy, 
head of regeneration and 
planning at the Vale 
Council said: “These 
planning applications are 
due to be considered by 
the Council’s Planning 
Committee on October 6. 
The reports that will be 
presented will address all 
relevant material 

planning considerations 
with regard to both 
proposals, and will 
provide a recommen¬ 
dation to members. 
These reports will be 
available online on the 
Council’s website from 
September 30. 

The GEM will report 
again after the decision 
is reached. 


THE monthly 
meeting of St 
Hilary WI was held 
in the village hall 
on September 13 
and after the usual 
business part of the 
meeting, guest 
speaker, Mrs 
Gwerfyl Gardner, a 
National Trust 
volunteer, gave a 
fascinating and 
informative talk on 
the history of 
Dyffryn House and 
Gardens, with 
particular 
reference to the 
Cory family. 

The Dyffryn Estate 
dates back to 640 AD, 
when the Manor of 
Worlton, which included 
St Lythans and St 
Nicholas, was granted to 
Bishop Oudoceus of 
Llandaff. 

The house today, 
however, is only one of 
many built on this site 
over the years. In 1891, 
the Dyffryn Estate was 
sold to John Cory by the 
then owner, a banker 
named Henry Ellis 
Collins. Cory then 
began construction of 
the present house in 
1893. 

Later, Thomas 
Mawson, a well-known 
landscape architect and 


first president of the 
Institute of Landscape 
Architecture, was 
commissioned to design 
a garden to complement 
the new house; 
landscaping began in 
1894 and was completed 
in 1909. 

John Cory (1828 - 
1910) came from 
Bideford in Devon and 
was a philanthropist, 
coal-owner, and ship¬ 
owner. 

Dyffryn House and 
Gardens underwent 
restoration in 2006 with 
an £8 million grant, 
£6.15 million from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund - 
and the Grade I listed 
Edwardian gardens have 
been restored to the 
original design drawn 
up by Thomas Mawson. 

The National Trust 
took over stewardship of 
the house and gardens 
on a 50-year lease from 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council in January 
2013. 

After this interesting 
history lesson, 
sumptuous 

refreshments, provided 
by Kay Heath and Maria 
Weber, were served. 

The next meeting will 
be held on Tuesday, 
October 11 at 7pm in 
the Village Hall. 


McDonald's plan 
splits Cowbridge 


MCDONALD’S, 
the fast food chain, 
is considering 
opening a branch in 
Cowbridge. 

Residents and readers 
may recall the furore 
sparked when John 
Lewis Partnership 
announced its plans some 
years ago to open a 
Waitrose supermarket in 
the town. 

In the interests of local 
involvement, The GEM’s 
Andy Johnstone took an 
early-morning stroll 
along Cowbridge High 
Street to canvass 
opinions of people on the 
Bont Faen brekker run. 

‘Sarah’, 22, from 
Llandow, who works for 
a competing high-street 
brand, and therefore did 
not want to be identified, 
welcomed the idea: “It 
would be lush to have a 
McDonald’s here. Not 
everyone wants to or has 
time to sit down and take 
ages over their breakfast 
or dinner. 

“I hope it’s a drive- 
through,” she added. 

Tom Morgan, a 25- 
year-old shopfitter from 
Merthyr Tydfil, also 
welcomed the news, but 
said: “I personally like 
Burger King more than 
McDonald’s, but 

anything different is 
going to be good.” 

David, 15, who was on 
his way to school, but 
had bought a bacon roll 
from a well-known high- 
street bakery, was 
another in favour of the 
plan. 

“I have breakfast at 
home most days, but I 
like a McMuffin 
sometimes. I like bacon 
rolls, too, but there’s 
nowhere for young 
people to get together in 
Cowbridge, so I think it 
would be a good thing.” 

So much for those in 
favour, who all were on 
the right side of 30. 

Another three people 
asked about the proposal, 
and older than 30, had 
conflicting views. 

Their concerns fell 
into five categories: 
noise, traffic, litter, 
’clone towns’ and ‘not 
right for Cowbridge’. 

Joyce Lloyd expressed 
dismay at the proposal. 

“It’s a terrible idea. It’s 
bad enough with the 
traffic as it is. With a 
McDonald’s - I’ve never 
been in one - there will 
be cars parked willy-nilly 
blocking disabled spaces 
and bus stops. 

“Yes, Cowbridge has 
high-street chains, but 
they are all quite low-

key. McDonald’s will 
stand out like a garish 
sore thumb.” 

Describing himself as 
“not a nimbyist”, Mike 
Porter said: “What’s that 
phrase? ‘Build it and 
they will come’? Open a 
McDonald’s and it will 
be the end of Cowbridge 
High Street. It will be too 
noisy, too busy and 
totally out of keeping for 
the town. 

“There is enough litter 
anyway, despite what the 
street cleaners do, but I 
don’t see them donning 
waders and fishing the 
rubbish from a 
McDonald’s out of the 
river. 

“There will be queues 
of schoolchildren in the 
morning and at 
lunchtime, spilling out of 
the place and it will make 
Cowbridge look like 
every other high street in 
the country.” 

Helen Moore, who 
opposed Waitrose, but, 
sheepishly, said: “I now 
shop there,” had thoughts 
on the burger bar. 

“I suppose 

[McDonald’s] will be 
approved. There will be 
voices calling it a 
‘progressive’ step for 
Cowbridge, and I 
suppose it will bring a 
few more jobs to the 
town, but at what cost? 

“There is a reasonable 
mix of independents and 
high-street brands here at 
the moment, and many

have added to the town, 
but a McDonald’s? No; 
it’s just not right for 
Cowbridge.” 

A spokesperson for 
McDonald’s told The 
GEM: “We are always 
looking for new sites and 
can confirm that Wales is 
an area where we would 
like to continue to invest, 
open new restaurants and 
create jobs. 

“We are looking at 
several potential 

opportunities across 
Wales, but currently have 
no confirmed plans.” 

The GEM is keen to 
receive readers’ thoughts 
on the proposal.

News from the Highlight 
Park Barry branch of the WI 



I T seems to me 
that there is only 
one place in 
which to start this 
month’s column. 
Many GEM readers 
will already be 
aware that the Vale 
of Glamorgan 
Council has been 
ranked as the 
highest performing 
local authority in 
Wales - for the 
second year 

running. 

This report comes 
from the Local 
Government Data Unit 
Wales, which publishes 
an annual bulletin of 
Local Government 
Performance, outlining 
the performance of all 
Welsh authorities across 
a range of national 
indicators. 

I know that this has 
been extensively 

reported, but I believe it 
is news that bears 
repeating, particularly as 
it comes following the 
very positive corporate 
assessment by the Wales 
Audit Office. 

I am sure that some 
opposition councillors 
will, and probably have, 
already made counter¬ 
claims, but the 
independent auditors 
don’t make things up and 
base their assessment on 
facts and actual data. 

Like everyone at the 
council, I was delighted 
to see our high 
performance recognised 
once again, particularly 
as my cabinet colleagues 
and I are driven by the 
knowledge that our 
services have a direct 
impact on the quality of 
life experienced by all 
residents of the Vale. 

After topping the table 
last year, I said that we 
could not be complacent 
and must push ourselves 
to do even better in the 
future. 

This is exactly what 
has happened. We have 
not just maintained our 
position, but have, in 
fact, improved our 
performance in more 
than half of the areas 
reviewed. 

This recognition also 
comes only two weeks 
after the council was 
praised by the Local 
Government Secretary 
Mark Drakeford AM, and 
the Auditor General for 
Wales, Huw Vaughan 
Thomas for its 


“overwhelmingly 
positive” corporate 
assessment by the Wales 
Audit Office - and this 
has ensured that those of 
us responsible for taking 
the council forward are 
relishing the challenges 
to come. 

None of this would 
have been possible 
without our amazing 
staff, so once again, I 
would like to thank them 
for their determination 
and commitment - but, 
yet again, we realise that 
we need to do more. 

This will get harder, 
particularly with 

diminishing resources 
but I am confident the 
journey of improvement 
will continue and we will 
all use our best 
endeavour in doing so. 

Schools plans 

ONE of these 
endeavours will most 
certainly be working to 
ensure that all pupils in 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
are educated in the best 
possible learning 

environment. 

Currently, a public 
consultation is under way 
on the council’s proposal 
to invest £44m into two 
new mixed-sex 

secondary schools for 
Barry, which will replace 
the existing single sex 
Barry Comprehensive 
and Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive schools 
and would open in 
September 2018. 

The proposals have 
been developed by 
working with the pupils, 
headteachers, chairs of 
governors, parents, 
representatives of local 
primary schools, and 
those in the further and 
higher education sector. 

I believe they 

represent the very best 
way of improving and 
modernising schooling in 
Barry. However, it is the 
opinion of parents, 
pupils, and local 


residents that will be the 
deciding factor, so I urge 
anyone who has an 
interest to respond to the 
consultation before it 
closes on October 17.

The possible 

developments at Barry 
and Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive schools 
are only one half of our 
plans for schools in the 
town. The other is the 
proposal to invest £19m 
into Ysgol Gymraeg Bro 
Morgannwg. 

This proposal has 
received an 

overwhelming vote of 
confidence from its 
consultation; 92 per cent 
of those who responded 
approved of the plans to 
expand the school on its 
current site. 

These plans should 
now see a new 3G sports 
pitch built with 
improvements made to 
the reception area, 
including a parking area 
and external spaces; as 
well as enabling the 
school to meet the 
increasing number of 
pupils that will be able to 
attend the school and 
meet the increasing 
demand for Welsh 
medium education in the 
Vale of Glamorgan. 

Litter fines 

IN another area of 
development, which I 
am sure will be of 
interest to GEM 
readers are the new 
measures to tackle 
littering and other 
environmental issues. 

The council are 
bringing in new 
enforcement officers 
during October to deal 
with littering, dog 
fouling, fly-tipping and 
other environmental 
offences. 

These specialist 
officers will start work 
and will be issuing on- 
the-spot fines of £75 to 
offenders. Both overt 
and covert operations 


will be carried out by 
these officers, who will 
have legal powers to stop 
anyone they see 
committing an 

environmental crime. 

They will work 
alongside our Visible 
Services teams, who are 
already working to 
identify problem areas 
and hot-spots to target.

I WOULD also like to 
take this opportunity of 
commenting on issues 
that you may have seen 
in this week’s 
newspaper, the cabinet 
has recommended that 
the council carries out a 
much-needed and 
considerable 
investment into the Vale 
of Glamorgan’s leisure 
centres in both Barry 
and Penarth. 

The leisure centres at 
Penarth and Barry have 
been real success stories 
in recent years and to 
help us continue our 
work to get more people 
living active lifestyles, 
the swimming pool 
changing rooms at both 
will be completely 
refurbished, along with 
the sports changing areas 
at Penarth having a 
similar make-over. In 
Barry leisure centre the 
sports hall floor will also 
be replaced. 

This scheme was 
discussed at last 
Monday’s cabinet 
meeting and again at the 
full council meeting on 
Wednesday night; so this 
work should start very 
soon, with the intention 
of causing as little 
disruption to the leisure 
centres as possible, so 
that everything will 
continue to operate as 
smoothly as possible. 

I think you will agree 
that this has been yet 
another busy month 
indeed for the Vale 
Council, but one that has 
seen us, as ever, focusing 
on improving the 
services that we know 
matter to you, and I am 
delighted to say 
succeeding, despite some 
hiccups - as I reported 
last month on the 
bedding-in of the new 
waste collection rounds. 
However, on a positive 
note, this authority has 
the second highest 
recycling rate in Wales. 

So a big thank you to 
the residents who have 
helped us to meet and 
beat our recycling 
targets for this year.

Mansion House, as it is 
now known, you enter a 
time warp. 

Evocative memories 
of visiting dignitaries 
including Baldwin, 
Churchill, Mountbatten, 
Nelson Mandela, Queen 
Elizabeth and other 
royals abound. 

Gifts that remained in 
the house are displayed 
with charm and dignity. 

After gathering in the 
large sitting room we 
chatted and looked at the 
works of art; there was 
memorabilia including a 
picture of doves made of 
42,000 pieces of crushed 
marble based on a design 
in Rome. It is one of a 
pair - the other is in the 
Vatican in Rome. 

Later David led us 
into the dining room 
where a long table was 


set up for an afternoon 
tea. While we tucked in, 
David came in to explain 
the histories of the 
fabulous silverware, 
wonderful candelabra 
and other decorative 
pieces.

He explained that this 
room is also used for 
awarding ceremonial 
titles to save people 
having to travel to 
London to receive them. 

Meetings are held 
twice a month starting 
promptly at 10am and 
11am to swear oaths of 
allegiance to the Queen 
and the UK. 

Messages from the 
Queen are read and all 
the business of the day is 
heard. Finishing with 
two verses of the 
National Anthem and 
then everyone is 
dismissed. 

Bedrooms are known 
by their colours and 
decorations. In the Blue 
Room, the sword 
manufactured by 

Wilkinson’s factory in 
1976, which was used in 
Prince of Wales’s 
investiture is displayed. 

The morning room 
used as the breakfast 
room is where new gifts 
are housed. David said 
they had “plates galore 
which were dished out 
on suitable occasions”! 

There is even a sealed 
room where top secret 
talks take place. 

We found ourselves 
back in the entrance hall 
where a lovely 
photograph of our Queen 
as a young girl is 
displayed. 

The tour finished and 
we departed having 
enjoyed our day out in 
the middle of Cardiff, 
being thoroughly 

spoiled.

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‘Power station workers 
need certainty’ says Tory 
AM after new court ruling 


LEADER of the 
Welsh 
Conservatives,

European Court 
ruling. 


The power station, 
which employs 600 
people, emphasises that 
by making changes to its

Last week, the 
European Court of 
Justice said the power 
station had failed to limit 
pollution emissions. 


Cadet James 
‘ chuffed’ after 
completing 
100-mile march 


CADET Corporal 
James Jelinski 
from 372 Barry 
Squadron recently 
returned from the 
gruelling 

International four- 
day 100-mile 
march in Holland 
known as the 
Vierdaagse. 

James returned from 
the march with happy 
smiles and medals to 
show off after 
successfully completing 
the largest marching 
event in the world for 
the first time. This year 
over 40,000 participants 
took part in the march, 
and over one million 
spectators cheered from 
the side of the roads as 
the walkers went 
through their towns. 

This created an 
immense atmosphere as 
music, applause and 
screams of 
encouragement kept 
morale high in the team 
throughout the four 
days. On Friday, 
thousands of people line 
last few kilometers of 
road before the finish to 
cheer on the walkers. 

That street, the St 
Annastraat, is dubbed 
‘Via Gladiola’ for the 
day (the gladiola is the 
official flower of the 
marches, and it is 
tradition to give them to 
the participants). 

The cadets not only 
had the chance to 
experience the thrill of 
taking part in the march 
but they also had a 
chance to visit 
Amsterdam and local 
sites. They met with 
many teams from all 
over the world and even 
had a chance to talk 
with Air Commodore 
Dawn McCafferty 
(Commandant Air 
Cadets) at the beginning 
of day four. 

Their days began 
with early rises of about 
3 am and the teams set 
off around 4am! This 
allowed the team to 
complete the majority of 
the march in the cool 
morning, and they had 
completed their days 
march by 3pm, which 


allowed them to sleep 
until the following 
morning. The weather 
proved temperamental, 
with 90 per cent 
humidity, yet light 
showers with patches of 
sunshine. 

To qualify and make 
the Nijmegen team, 
each cadet had to 
complete RAF 
WARMA, a 50-mile 
march held at RAF 
Cosford. This then 
allowed James to be one 
of the 12 selected for 
the 2016 Nijmegen 
team. 

One of the team 
leaders, Flight 
Lieutenant Daryl 
Summerhayes, 
commented: “The 
Nijmegen four day 
marches are about the 
toughest activity Air 
Cadets can routinely 
take part in. It requires 
great stamina and 
endurance to complete 
this hundred miles 
march, and is probably 
one of the most 
physically demanding 
things James will ever 
do!” 

On completing the 
march James said: “I 
was really tired after 
marching 100 miles; but 
I was really chuffed in 
the end. When I was 
presented with my 
medal, that’s when my 
achievement really sunk 
in. I can’t wait to go 
again next year”. 

James is now looking 
forward to an action 
packed programme of 
flying, gliding, shooting, 
sport and adventure 
training along with 
many more exciting and 
challenging activities at 
372 Barry Squadron.

Keith Stockdale of 
Barry & Vale Friends of 
the Earth welcomed the 
judgement. 

“We’re pleased that 
RWE’s special 

permission for high 
pollution from Aberthaw 
since 2008 has now been 
judged illegal. We see 
the yellow peril 
stretching over the 
Severn.” 

INVESTMENT 

A spokeswoman for 
RWE said it was 
“disappointed” by the 
European Court of 
Justice’s ruling. 

“The decision rules 
against the UK 
Government’s 
application and 

interpretation of one 
specific provision of the 
relevant environmental 
directive - the ‘Large 
Combustion Plant 
Directive’. 

“Environmental 
protection is of the 
utmost priority to RWE 


Generation and 

Aberthaw remains fully 
compliant with all 
permits that control 
emissions from the site 
and associated 

requirements for 

monitoring and 

reporting. 

“We will work with 
the UK and Welsh 
Governments and 

Natural Resources Wales 
to accommodate the 
changes to the way the 
station is regulated as a 
result of the EU ruling 
which will enforce an 
alternative interpretation 
of the legislation. 

“The investment 
planned for the station is 
unaffected by this ruling. 

“Aberthaw Power 
Station is specifically 
designed to bum Welsh 
coal and over the years at 
least 60 per cent of its 
annual fuel diet has been 
from local suppliers.” 

She stressed that there 
had been a huge 
investment in ensuring 
the power station 
reduced any adverse 
effect on the 
environment. 

“The company has 
invested hundreds of 
millions of pounds in 
different technologies to 
reduce the station’s 
environmental impact; 
these investments 

include the installation of 
flue gas desulphurisation 
to reduce S02 emissions, 
equipment to allow 
biomass combustion and 
the re-engineering of the 
station’s steam turbines 
to improve significantly 
the plant’s operational 
efficiency. 

“To improve the 
station’s nitrogen oxide 
performance new boiler 
technology has recently 


been fitted to one of its 
units and this has 
significantly reduced 
emissions. 

“The station is also 
committed to modifying 
the plant to enable it to 
accept a more diverse 
range of international 
coal, which will further 
reduce emissions.” 

WELSH COAL 

Supplies of Welsh coal 
to the site will be 
affected. 

Richard Little, the 
station manager 

commented 
’’Compliance with this 
mling, under continuing 
difficult market 

conditions for coal 
generation, will have a 
wider cost. 

“It is with regret that it 
will mean our ability to 
use large amounts of 
Welsh coal is reduced 
somewhat earlier than 
might otherwise have 
been necessary. 

“Despite this we 
believe that with plant 
efficiencies 
modifications, and 
changes to our operating 
regime, the station can 
continue to support 
security of supply into 
the 2020s.” 


RURAL INTERNET 
NEEDS TO BE 
UP TO SPEED... 


W HAT do 
you 

consider to 
be essential 
household utilities? 
Water, electricity 
and gas for sure, 
but in 2016 I would 
be very surprised if 
your list didn’t 
include broadband. 

A fast internet 
connection has become 
vital in modern life, not 
only for conveniences 
and entertainment, but 
for dealing with 
governmental agencies 
and commercial 
services. I am 
determined that 
everyone in the Vale of 
Glamorgan should have 
access to decent 
broadband and that those 
in rural communities 
should not be left 
behind. 

I have a keen 
appreciation of the 
challenges and 
frustrations that a slow 
internet connection can 
cause. The community in 
which I live, suffers 
from extremely slow 
internet speeds. Netflix 
and iPlayer are taken for 
granted by many, but to 
me and to a not 
insignificant number of 
rural Vale residents, they 
are seen as an almost 
unobtainable luxury. 

A more serious 
concern surrounding the

lack of decent broadband 
is the difficulty posed to 
those running small 
businesses as, my wife 
does, and those working 
from home. It is 
precisely because slow 
internet slows down the 
rural economy, that 
correcting it is a national 
priority. 

For a number of years 
I have campaigned and 
lobbied for faster 
internet here in the Vale. 

There have been 
successes, communities 
such as Llandow and 
Colwinston, where 
internet users would 
spend much of their time 
watching ceaseless 
loading icons on 
webpages, now have 
some of the fastest 
internet in the county. 

To take my broadband 
campaign forward, I 


recently arranged a 
meeting at which 
community councillors 
were invited to ask 
questions of BT 
executives. 

BT’s programme of 
extending broadband, 
funded in large part by 
the UK and Welsh 
Governments, will have 
delivered superfast 
broadband to 96% of 
households in Wales by 
spring 2017. 

My concern, and that 
of the community 
councillors present, was 
for the 4% of households 
who will not be covered 
by that date. 

BT explained the 
process of broadband 
rollout, and were able to 
tell us that many rural 
properties around 
Cowbridge as well as the 
villages of St Donat’s, 
Marcross and Monknash 
should have superfast 
access shortly after 
Christmas. 

Usefully, the Welsh 
Government is to launch 
a website in October 
which will let you know 
when you will have 
access. 

Much progress has 
been made in the Vale: 
we have higher average 
broadband speeds than 
the USA, France, or 
Germany. 

But let’s not stop until 
every community can 
fully take part in the 21st 
century.

CAUSES CONCERN 


THE fire at the South Wales Wood Recycling 
centre near Heol-y-Cyw is causing a great deal of 
concern among residents, who feel under-informed 
about such an incident on their doorstep, and what 
the authorities are doing to tackle the situation. 

As the secretary of the Heol-y-Cyw Workingmen’s Club and 
a Pencoed town councillor, I have written to both Natural 
Resources Wales, the lead body investigating the cause of the 
fire, and Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) to express 
my concerns on behalf of residents in Heol-y-Cyw and Pencoed 
and to request an urgent update. 

V Even before the fire, residents were concerned about the 


number, frequency and speed of the lorries travelling through 
the village and are now apprehensive about the potential for the 
fire to spread and the environmental and health effects of the 
fumes and wood dust which are engulfing the villages. 

As this is the third fire experienced by South Wales Wood 
Recycling in the last 12 months, I will now be campaigning for 
the relocation of the plant away from the village of Heol-y-Cyw 
and for more robust health and environmental safeguards to be 
put in place in relation to this industry. 

Finally, I would like to convey my thanks to South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service for their ongoing work in tackling the blaze 
and in investigating the cause of the fire.

The British Pest 
Control Association 
(BPCA) says confirmed 
sightings in both the 
Channel Islands and 
now mainland Britain 
mean that many more 
are likely to be found 
and the national trade 
body are calling on 
people who discover 
them to act responsibly. 

The hornet, said to 
pose a very real threat 
to native species of 
bees, is already 
common across Europe 
and officials 

anticipating its arrival in 
this country for several 
years have set up a 
protocol designed to 
eradicate them. 

Simon Forrester, 
chief executive of the 
BPCA, said: 
“Professional pest 
controllers have been 
aware of the threat 
posed by Asian hornets, 
alongside other invasive 
species, for some time. 

“The BPCA and its 
members form the first 
alert to these threats and 
are often called in to 
deal with such pests. 

“The first sighting 
will almost certainly not 
be the last, but if people 


report them sensibly 
then major problems 
can be avoided. 

“Our members will 
do everything they can 
to maintain the health of 
our honey bee 
population and can be 
called upon to deal 
sensitively with any 
situation that arises.” 

The Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (DEFRA) 
has set up a three-mile 
surveillance zone and a 
‘species alert’ has been 
issued. 

Nicola Spence, 
Defra’s deputy director 
for plant and bee health, 
said: “We have been 
anticipating the arrival 
of the Asian hornet for 
some years and have a 
well-established 
protocol in place to 
eradicate them and 
control any potential 
spread. 

“It’s important to 
remember they pose no 
greater risk to human 
health than a bee, 
though we recognise the 
damage they can cause 
to honeybee colonies. 
That’s why we are 
taking swift and robust 
action to identify and 


destroy any nests.” 

The distinctive 
hornet, smaller than the 
native species, is most 
likely to be found in 
southern parts of 
England, but could also 
be accidentally 
imported among goods 
such as soil with pot 
plants, cut flowers, fruit 
and timber. 

Its active months are 
between April and 
November, though it is 
inactive over winter. 

Sightings should be 
sent with a photograph 
and local details to 
alertnonnative @ ceh .ac. 
uk. 

What does it 
look like? 

DISTINCTIVE 
hornet, smaller than 
our native European 
Hornet species. A key 
feature is the almost 
entirely dark 
abdomen, except for 
the fourth segment, 
which is yellow. 

Bright yellow tips to 
legs (native hornet 
dark); Entirely 
brown or black thorax 
(native hornets are more 
orange); workers can be 
up to 25mm in length.

The Magnificent Seven remake 
is pretty, well... MAGNIFICENT! 


O NE of the 
more 
infamous 

pub quiz questions 
is - name all of the 
Magnificent Seven ; 
well, that question 
will take on a new 
meaning as John 
Sturges’ classic 
Western receives 
the almost de-rigeur 
21st century 
update. 

Keeping the same title 
and the same plot, this 
Magnificent Seven sees a 
town come under threat 
from Peter Sarsgaard’s 
wonderfully monikered 
Bartholomew Bogue, 
with his plan to 
industrialise the town - 
and no-one dare get in 
his way. 

Desperate, Emma 
Cullen (Haley Bennett) 
travels to recruit seven 
loosely-moraled hired 
guns (led by Denzel 
Washington, with Chris 
Pratt, Ethan Hawke, 
Vincent D’Onorofio, 
Byung-hun Lee, Martin 
Sensmeier and Manuel 
Garcia-Rulfo) to defend 
their town from Bogue 
and his own mercenary 
unit... 

Remaking a film these 
days is par-for-the- 
course; remaking a 
classic film is a whole 
new ball game. As those 
behind Ghostbusters 
discovered earlier this 


year, mess with a 
beloved property and 
prepare yourself for the 
criticisms and hate 
before the films has even 
been shown. 

While Antoine 
Fuqua’s decision to 
update The Magnificent 
Seven may not have 
drawn the same bile Paul 
Feig’s Ghostbusters 
reboot/remake attracted, 
there are probably more 
than a few that would 
wonder what (other than 
name value) a retelling 
of the original could 
achieve. 

The answer is a 
blockbuster movie that is 
almost slavish in its 
adherence to the Western 
genre and, in many 
ways, to the original, yet 
is vibrant and enjoyable 
enough to stand on its 
own two feet. It carries 
no pretensions or 
delusions to be anything 
other than what you 
would expect from a 
remake of John Sturges’ 
original, and on that 
count succeeds with 
aplomb. 

Fuqua burst on the 
scene with an explosion 
of tightly-wound fury in 
Training Day (starring, 
presciently enough, two 
of the seven in Denzel 
Washington and Ethan 
Hawke), but since then 
has been patchy, falling 
into generic action 
flicks. However, his 
work here is impressive, 


the climactic shootout in 
particular (which 
occupies a large chunk 
of screentime) 
wonderfully realised and 
balancing the need for 
action with servicing the 
story. 

That the film is 132 
minutes (and much of 
that is assembling the 
renegade titular group) 
Fuqua does a great job 
of allowing the story to 
develop at a slow, but 
never dull, place. While 
some characters are 
given greater emphasis 
than others, Fuqua 
allows the story to 
develop before 
culminating in a 
shootout that is both 
gritty and dramatic. 

He doesn’t try to 
move the film away 
from its genre roots 
either; the conventions 
of the Western (strangers 
being eyed up as they 
walk into town, 
buildings being burned, 
religion and violence 
melding into one) are all 
wilfully obeyed which, 
if you are a fan of the 
genre, makes for 
entertaining viewing. 

Of course, it helps 
that he’s assembled a 
strong cast to fill out his 
magnificent septet - 
Denzel Washington does 
righteous nobility in the 
face of adversity better 
than anyone, while Chris 
Pratt’s rugged charisma 
gets another run-out 


here. 

While these are the 
starrier of the seven, the 
more intriguing 
performances come from 
Ethan Hawke, whose 
character is hiding a 
secret, and Vincent 
D'Onorofio’s 
frontiersman who is a 
man out of time. The 
script only hints at what 
lies beneath their 
characters, but the 
quality of their turns 
enhances the flimsiest of 
characterisation. 

That’s the biggest 
fault with the film as 
whole, that the 
characters are as flimsy 
as the sets you would 
find in the spaghetti 
westerns of the 1970s. 

Some have more 
depth to them than 
others, but this all too 
often feels like an 
afterthought, and cliches 
abound with many of 
them (the weak town 
sheriff, the plucky but 
inept townsfolk) while 
Haley Bennett’s Emma 
may be gun-toting, but 
her character doesn’t 
really linger. 

That aside, there’s 
much to enjoy about The 
Magnificent Seven - it 
doesn’t try to reinvent 
the wheel, nor does it 
offer anything 
fundamentally different 
to the original, but with 
a charming cast and a 
degree of energy, it’s a 
pretty magnificent slice

Vale Explorer Scouts gain awards 


FOLLOWING a call by Plaid 
Cymru for more funding to 
ensure more teachers and 
assistants can use Welsh in the 
classroom, Welsh Conservative 
spokesman for the Welsh 
language, Suzy Davies AM, said 
that pupils who aren’t in a wholly 
Welsh medium system need far 
more exposure to the language in 
the early years of their own 
education, to help them move 
away from the idea of Welsh as a 
second language. 

“This goes hand in hand with 
everyday demonstration that Welsh 
exists outside the classroom - and is 
for use outside the classroom. This is 


where the language really lives. 

“To achieve this, we need to work 
much more closely with businesses 
and public services to ensure that 
speakers of all levels, including adults 
who have missed out on learning 
Welsh, can feel confident to use and 
test their Welsh without judgment.” 

She added: “By including small 
bits of Welsh into everyday life, we 
can help grow the language from a 
grassroots level so that our pupils 
walk out of the school gates and into 
communities where they can use both 
their languages. 

“This must be at the heart of our 
nation’s Welsh language strategy.”

Barry Town back to 
winning ways with a 
five goal victory 


BARRY Town United returned 
to winning ways at the 
weekend with a 5-2 triumph 
over Caldicot Town in Welsh 
League Division One. 

Spurred on by a crowd of 386, Barry 
defender Luke Cooper connected with 
a corner to break the deadlock in the 
ninth minute, scoring his first goal in 
Town colours since arriving at the club 
in the summer. 

Poetically, Cooper’s opener came at 
the Gladstone Road end of Jenner 
Park, the same side of the ground that 
Dave O’Gorman propelled Barry 
ahead against Aberdeen, 20 years ago 
to the very day. 

As with two decades beforehand, 
the early goal set the tone for an 
entertaining 90 minutes, though 
visitors Caldicot showed far more than 
their league position might indicate; 
with homegrown Alex Jarman a 
particular threat, despite spurning a 
golden opportunity from close range. 

Recovering effectively, forward 
Jarman would be responsible for 
Caldicot’s equaliser in the 25th minute, 
deftly flicking the ball home from a 
lowly-planted free-kick to beat Barry 
goalkeeper Mike Lewis at the near 
post. 

However, Jarman’s achievement 
was still being announced over the 
Jenner Park PA system when Barry 
regained their advantage; newcomer 
Tyrell Webbe finishing from close 
range after a quickly-taken set-piece, 
before celebrating with some 
spectacular acrobatics. 

Hitting the crossbar and the post 
before the first half was out, Barry took 
their 2-1 advantage into the break and 
despite relying on a timely block to 
keep the scores level, the second half 
saw Gavin Chesterfield's side seize 
command. 

Forward TJ Nagi, who had 
previously struggled with series of 
injury setbacks, has been one of the 
club's most exciting players in recent 
seasons and Nagi showed a glimpse of 
his prowess with a brisk one-two 
punch, powering Barry into a 
seemingly-unassailable 4-1 lead. 

Staring at a fourth league defeat in 


five, Caldicot showed no intent of 
rolling over though and the Gwent side 
would reduce the arrears shortly 
afterwards when Jarman scored his and 
his team’s second; firing beyond 
Lewis, after running inside from the 
right. 

Nevertheless, this anniversary 
afternoon would belong to Barry Town 
and the enthusiastic home crowd 
would leave with smiles on their faces 
after substitute Louis Gerrard tapped 
home their fifth; scoring with what 
appeared his first touch, following a 
low cross in from the left. 

Saturday’s 5-2 victory helped the 
Town rocket back up the Welsh League 
Division One table; leaving them level 
with leaders Goytre on 14 points with 
an equal plus nine goal difference. 

As the season’s early contenders 
begin to stake their claims, Saturday, 
October 8, serves up what could be 
Goytre’s biggest test to date, in the 
form of form outfit Ton Pentre; the 
Bulldogs having won in each of their 
last three Division One outings. 

At the same time, Barry will 
entertain Risca United at Jenner Park 
(2.30pm), in what is consistently a 
hard-fought and engaging fixture. 

However, the coming week sees cup 
competition take priority, with the 
Town travelling to the CCB Centre for 
Sporting Excellence on Saturday, 
October 1, for a Welsh Cup first round 
match with Aberbargoed Buds, before 
hosting a buoyant Cardiff Metropolitan 
University at Jenner Park in the 
Nathaniel MG Cup on Tuesday 
evening, October 4. 

After a difficult start, the Met have 
won three Welsh Premier League 
fixtures on the bounce, defeating 
Llandudno, Newtown and 
Aberystwyth Town to climb to an 
impressive fifth place in the national 
top flight. 

As a result, Barry Town will need to 
be on top of their game when the two 
sides meet in the expanded Welsh 
Premier League cup competition; with 
kick-off at Jenner Park set for 7.45pm 
and extra-time and penalties to 
separate the sides, if necessary.

Vale came into the
